Prybyla originally said he 
felt he recognized “names” in 
the Detroit News story on Jan.

It was reported that the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion and U.S. Labor Depart- 
ment were probing whether 
Egan conspired with McLain 
and his partner, Roger 
Smigiel, to convert at least $2.5 
million from the Peet Packing 
Co. union employee pension 
into a loan for the company. 

Such actions involving bor- 
rowing or accepting money 
from an employee pension 
fund without clearance from 
the labor department is 


illegal. 

R.P. Lilly of the Romulus 
Environmentalists Caring 
About People (RECAP) group 
also backed Prybyla’s effort 
seeking a grand jury investiga- 
tion by saying, “Egan appears 
to be a master at setting up 
these shell corporations. And 
I’d like to know if Waste Sys- 
tems Inc. that he is president 
of, is just another one of those 
shells.” 

Lilly said he traveled to visit 
Egan’s office last year expect- 
ing to see some recognition of 
hazardous waste involvement, 
but instead found only a very 
expensive financial office. 

“I asked Egan’s secretary, 
‘doesn’t he handle hazardous 
waste?’ And his secretary an- 
swered ‘Heavens no!”’ Lilly 
said.

The “M” word of the ‘90s 
that brought down U.S. Sur- 
geon General Joycelyn Elders 
reared its head at the Monday 
night meeting of the Romulus 
School District. 

Several parents of Hale 
Creek Elementary School stu- 
dents complained that they 
felt that the fourth grade was 
too early to openly discuss 
masturbation and other sexual 
topics. 

Two parents, Rosemary 
Perez and Donna Lindsay, ob- 
jected to various printed mate- 
rials they claimed they had not 
seen before their children be- 
gan to use them in sex educa- 
tion classes. 

The parents also objected to 
the long list of glossary words 
of body parts and body func- 
tions their children are given 
to study. 

Assistant School Superin- 
tendent Dr. Terrel LeCesne 


told the parents they have a 
right to examine such printed 
materials before their chil- 
dren use them and they are 
also invited to attend the sex 
education classes. 

“That’s not what we were 
told,” the pair complained. 
“School officials told us our 
visits would embarrass our 
children to the point they 
might not ask questions during 
that class period.” 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell told the parents that 
boys and girls are instructed in 
separate classes and parents 
are permitted to withdraw 
their children from such 
classes if they wish. 

Christian activist Sondra 


Stepchuk complained the 
schools were “planting corrupt 
seeds at the age of 10 and 11.” 

She added, “I’m just won- 
dering how Adam and Eve 
ever made it without these 
classes? The problem is you 
are teaching sexual behavior 
not sexual reproduction.” 

LeCesne reminded the par- 
ents that all the mentioned 
printed materials complained 
about Monday night had been 
approved earlier by a commit- 
tee that included parents. 

“Maybe we need to reacti- 
vate that committee to take an- 
other look at the concerns 
raised bv parents tonight,”

Long-time city critic Mary 
Collins turned her attention to 
Romulus School District is- 
sues Monday and blasted 
school officials for the nega- 
tive news story in the Detroit 
News on the district’s massive 
investment in student 
computers. 


Collins stated bluntly, 
“Needless to say I have been 
totally embarrassed when per- 
sons mention the story to me.” 

School Board President 
Sandra Langley and Superin- 
tendent Dr. William Bedell ad- 
mitted they too were disturbed 
by the extremely negative 
news account printed in the 
Netvs on Feb. 5. 

Bedell said the newspaper 
reporter, who wrote the arti- 
cle, was given an eight-hour 
tour of district facilities and 
appeared impressed. 

Langley admitted that the 
heavy influx of computers into 
Romulus schools are “not a 
cure-all” for the district’s 
learning problems. 

“We are making gains, but it 
would be foolish to say we ex- 
pected an overnight miracle,” 
the board president added. 

Romulus students have 
shown extremely low Michigan 
Education Assessment Pro- 
gram (MEAP) test score results 
in recent years and it was 
hoped that in depth 
computerized MEAP test aca- 
demies would help hike those 
scores. 

While some lower test 
scores are being raised to 


higher levels, they do not 
reach the levels that school 
critics have called for. 

Earlier this year Bedell 
complained the students who 
needed the extra learning 
help the most were not accept- 
ing it and the district had to 
decide if they wanted to make 
it mandatory in the future. 

In the meantime, Middle 
School Principal Daniel Hurst 
has initiated such a mandatory 
program for students, who 
gained two Es the previous 
marking periods report card. 

Collins said, “More people 
need to speak out on this issue 
to hold all of you accountable” 
(referring to the school board 
and administration.) 

“When citizens create a lit- 
tle havoc for you, something 
usually happens,” Collins 
vowed. 

“If we can’t read,” she quer- 
ied, "how are you going to 
teach us sex education?” 

“I am a product of Romulus 
High School and graduated 
from college cum laude. My 
children also graduated from 
Romulus schools, but because 
of the problems listed in this

“We are offering a cash re- 
ward for any information that 
leads to our locating him,” his 
brother said.

Maria Franek, an attorney 
from the Brooks and Kushman 
law firm of Southfield that 
Green previously served with, 
read her open letter to Green 
stating that “as a friend I am 
proud of your accomplish- 
ments as well as seeing that 
your enthusiasm and devotion 
has never waned.” 

Franek also praised the fact 
that Green has not given up 
her ability to offer advise and 
consolation to fellow staff 
members in the district court, 
just as she did at the law firm. 

There are two aims in life, 
Franek reminded Green, the 
first is to get what you want out 
of life and the second is to en- 
joy it. 

Zaborowski then adminis- 
tered the ceremonial oath tak- 
ing and Chief Judge William J.

While most of the articles in 
Michigan Community News- 
papers' series on drugs have 
highlighted addiction-related 
problems, this article turns to 
the subject of in and out-pa- 
tient cures at Garden City Hos- 
pital’s Brookline Clinic. 

Under Dr. Philip O’Dwyer, 
the cutting edge clinic is only 
one of 11 centers offering 
chemical dependency treat- 
ments based on the principle 
of matching an individual pa- 
tient to a customized therapy. 

“Since each individual is 
unique, there’s no one cure 
that works for everybody,” 
O’Dwyer said. “We’ve learned 
over the years that most treat- 
ment failures come from ho- 
mogeneous treatments.” 

The concept of individual 
variation is shared by modern 
scientists. As brain scientist 
Dr. Robert Ornstein wrote: “At 
any mating, one male and fe- 
male could produce 52 trillion 


distinct individuals. Factor in 
the number of different people 
who can meet and mate, and 
the aggregate becomes prac- 
tically infinite. Simply put, hu- 
man individuality is 
genetically too complex for 
any one system to explain.” 

Or, as O’Dwyer put it: “One 
size doesn’t fit all.” The prob- 
lem, then, is trying to match an 
individual to a cure. 

“The key to matching is 
making a good diagnosis,” 
O’Dwyer said. So Brookline’s 
staff psychologists and coun- 
selors-all with master degrees 
or doctorates-use sophisti- 
cated techniques to evaluate 
the extent and nature of a drug 
or drinking problem, the level 
of addiction, and the level of 
cognitive function, and to de- 
termine if other treatable 
problems coexist with the 
chemical dependency prob- 
lems, he said. 

“We even have an imaging 
device, which can see a brain 
thinking,” O’Dwyer said. “We 
can ask patients to remember

the registration numbers of 
their cars, and then see their 
brain processes working on 
the screen.” 

Less spectacular tech- 
niques identify patients’ possi- 
ble personality disorders and 
mental illnesses, including hy- 
permania, depression, or anxi- 
ety disorders. 

These conditions may either 
be treated along with the 
chemical dependency or, de- 
pending on the diagnosis, 
treated as the cause of the 
dependency. 

“Drug or alcohol usage may 
be self medication for a psy- 
chiatric disorder,” O’Dwyer 
said. 

Treatment is varied accord- 
ing to the extent of the 
addiction. 

O’Dwyer said, “ First we 
evaluate the cocaine or alco- 
hol use. Someone who drinks 
two fifths a day requires a dif- 
ferent treatment than some- 
one drinking a pint. This 
means getting away from the 
either-or mentality-it’s not 
helpful to think of someone as 
either and alcoholic or not. We 
need to broaden the base of 
treatment for all alcohol 
problems.” 

After the extent is deter- 


mined, the method and degree 
of talk therapy is determined 
according to the patient’s intel- 
lectual capacity. 

“It’s important for me to 
know how much insight a pa- 
tient is capable of, so treat- 
ment can be geared to it,” he 
said. 

This can vary from simply 
discussing concrete behaviors 
with patient having limited in 
sight to discussing abstract be- 
havior patterns with a more in- 
tellectual patient. 

Next it’s determined 
whether the patient should be 
treated alone or in a group. 

“Some people are very in 
fluenced by their environ 
ment; others are less 
influenced by those around 
them; but most would fall in 
middle. I’m concerned with 
those at the extremes,” 
O’Dwyer said. 

Depending on the extent of 
the addiction, Brookline may 
suggest in- patient treatment, 
particularly for patients need- 
ing a medically supervised de- 
toxification or withdrawal 
program. 

In recent years, in response 
to cost containment concerns, 
Brookline has developed an 
intensive outpatient treatment 


programs, wherein patients 
come to the hospital for five to 
six hours every' day. 

“It’s only for people who can 
maintain abstinence in their 


every day environment,” he 
said. 

Out-patient treatment 
would be probable for some- 
one with a short history of de- 
pendence, such as a teenager.

Senator’s first bill 
is worthy of passage 

Freshman Sen. Loren Bennett picked a worthy topic to 
; address in the first bill that he introduced in office. 

The Canton Republican’s bill calls for tax deductions of 
‘ up to $5,000 for tuition to public or private colleges and 
universities in 1995. 

The second part of the bill would limit the deduction to 
* institutions that keep their rate of tuition hikes to that of 
the rate of inflation, thus providing an incentive for those 
institutions to hold the line on tuition or risk losing their 
students to colleges and universities that qualify for the 
deduction. 

The benefits of the proposed legislation is, therefore, 
twofold: it provides a tax break for many middle income 
families who are struggling to pay ever-increasing tuition, 
and its implementation would do much to hold the line on 
tuitions. 

We know from past experience that not all positive 
ideas are passed into law, and often proposed legislation 
is drastically amended before final adoption. 

Its benefits will go far in aiding the financially overbur- 
dened parents of college students, and also help to open 
; the door for students who have previously “fallen through 
the cracks because their family income restricted them 
from receiving financial aid, but, whose finances were not 
sufficient to pay college tuitions without some type of 

So far, the news is good. Bennett’s bill has passed in the 
State Senate and will now be considered in the House of 
Representatives.

Economic plan 
criticized 

To the editor: 

The recent shift of political 
power to the Republican party 
will not improve our economy 
or the lives of most people. 
And, it could make things very 
much worse. 

Why? Because we will con- 
tinue down the path of viewing 
public policy in short-term po- 
litical terms, and not in 
broader economic terms. 

People vote their check- 
books, not their political phi- 
losophies. Politics is an 
offshoot of economics not the 
other way around as many pol- 
iticians believe. 

Political dialogue merely 
describes the symptoms of the 
‘disease’, for instance, crime, 
unemployment, interest rates. 
Economic dialogue describes 
the ‘disease’ process itself. 

So, if our economic theories 
and assumptions are wrong or 
counter productive, political 
disaster is virtually inevitable. 
And, no amount of political ra- 
tionalizing will change of ulti- 
mate result. 

Every political decision 
should be required to pass a 
long-term economic conse- 
quence test. Currently, our 
welfare system discourages 
many people from working. 
Our income tax punishes am- 
bition and productive activity. 

Low sales taxes and widely 
available consumer credit 
stimulate consumption over 
production. 

The origins of this ‘crazy 
economics’ goes back to the 


depression. Since the 1930s, 
when capitalism was seriously 
threatened by Marxist eco- 
nomics, we have been literally 
obsessed with the idea of 
maintaining high levels of 
consumption. 

The problem of capitalist 
over production was solved, it 
was thought, by keeping con- 
sumer consumption high-by 
any means possible. 

At first, consumption was 
maintained by government 
‘deficit spending’ on public 
works projects. Then the wel- 
fare state was introduced. 
Then the boom in credit card 
debt and consumer loans was 
tried. Finally, historically low 
interest rates were instituted. 

The net result? Factories 
have been converted into 
shopping malls. Interna- 
tionally the dollar has plum- 
meted in value. The bond 
market has had an historic col- 
lapse. And a new kind of infla- 
tion looms-not the familiar old 
‘demand driven’ inflation of 
the 1960s and 1970s, but the 
South American variety of in- 
flation spawned by a collapse 
of the national currency in in- 
ternational markets. 

Make no mistake about it, 
the political ‘Revolt of 94’ was 
an act of desperation by a 
frightened electorate. A des- 
perate ‘end game’ attempt to 
avoid the inevitable. The 
storm clouds are gathering. 
Three generations of Keynsian 
debt and crazy economics are 
enough. This is not ‘Morning in 
America.’

After receiving several 
phone calls regarding a poster 
of my husband, Jimmie C. 
Raspberry, hung at the Polka 
Dot Store on Goddard Road, I 
decided to investigate the mat- 
ter myself. To my shock and 
dismay, the poster had an arti- 
cle with a picture of my hus- 
band with the edges burned 
around the article. 

There was drawings to indi- 
cate fire and several warnings 
with red arrows drawn to my 
husband after each passage. 
The poster had a “Klan- ish” 
style to it and various wordings 
were to “incite violence” and 
to “insinuate death threats” 
upon my husband. 

Nowhere on this poster 
were statements regarding 
opinions of the “Well” ... such 
as “No Well” or we’re against 
this or that” or whatever warn 
ings of a political nature. This 
poster was not a political 
poster. If it would’ve been, 
• then I would have said noth- 
. ing. But this was not the case. 
•The poster, because of its 
Klanish style was one of “eth- 
nic intimidation.” 

What’s so ironic about this is 
that there are two other mem 
bers of the City Council who 
are for negotiations and noth 
ing has been said or such acts 
been targeted towards them 
and I pray it never will. I know 
what I saw and stick by what 
‘ I’ve stated as well as many 
others who have seen the 
poster. 

I do understand that people 
have a freedom to voice an 
opinion, but no one has the 
freedom to “incite violence” or 
“death threats” towards any- 
one. It then becomes a federal 
crime and in this instance, it is 
a federal crime. 

I cannot imagine why a busi- 
ness owner would involve it- 
self in such a Klanish act when a 



business usually serves all 
people in general, or so 1 
thought. 

Although Ms. Valdez, owner 
of the Polka Dot Store, tried to 
explain the passages on the 
poster, and to apologize over 
the matter, I have not yet to 
accept this because she has yet 
to send a personal apology to 
our home, nor one of a public 
forum (i.e. newspaper, open 
meetings, etc.) 

Even though this incident 
was brought up at the Jan. 6 
council meeting by a RECAP 
member, it was only stated af- 
ter the local authorities were 
called to investigate the mat- 
ter. It was not until then, that 
the poster was retrieved from 
the store by a RECAP member 
and later a letter of apology 
posted at the store. 

RECAP member? Yes, RE- 
CAP was involved also in this 
Klanish act. I also question as 
to why this poster was not 
shown at the open meeting if 
the poster (as implied) was of 
no big deal? 

Ms. Valdez, RECAP mem- 
bers and others involved must 
understand that the authori- 
ties were called as a legal 
warning and that such Klanish 
acts will not be tolerated by 
me or the rest of our families. 

I also respect the fact that 
my husband has spoken up on 
behalf of the people and is not 
one to tuck his tail between his 
legs in a cowardly fashion and 
to stick up for the issues at 
hand. Just as the mayor stated 
“he cannot be duped,” at least 
not for long, and in this case it 
was not long.

In the article that appeared 
in the February 2-8, 1995 issue 
of your paper, titled, “Union 
leadership ‘out of touch’ offi- 
cer charges,” Keith Kaye has 
somehow found an erroneous 
statistic as to the reading level 
of Michigan children graduat- 
ing from high school. 

Three-fourths of all 11th 
grade Michigan students pas- 
sed the recent MEAP reading 
test. This would preclude that 
at least 75 percent of all gradu- 
ating Michigan high school stu- 
dents could read at a 
minimum of the 11th grade 
level, and possibly at a higher 
level, by the time they gradu- 
ate in the 12th grade, rather 
than below the third grade 
level as was reported by Keith 
Kaye in the aforementioned 
article. 

Rearing and educating chil- 
dren under conditions that 
prevail throughout the world 
is a tough job that requires the 
cooperation of parents, 
teachers, and the community; 
we don’t need to endure bash- 
ing from those who feel that 
they would like to sell an 
agenda contrary to the estab- 
lished institutions. Case in 
point 

1. For years, I’ve hear that 
the education in the U.S. lags 
behind the industrial nations 
of the world. What is forgotten 
in this erroneous statistic is 
that in nearly all indus- 
trialized nations, such as Ja- 
pan, Germany, Great Britain, 
Russia, etc., students are 
tested somewhere around the 
seventh or eighth grade; those 
that pass the test go on to some 
elite school, and those that do 
not pass the test are sent to a 
vocational school. 

High school test scores of 
the elite, foreign schools are 
then quoted by statistical char- 
latans to show what a poor job 


Jury duty service can 


There is probably no more 
dreaded communication in the 
daily mail than the one from 
the Wayne County Jury Com- 
mission marked “Jury 
Summons.” 

Most of us - myself included 
- would welcome an overdue 
bill notice marked “Final No- 
tice,” than to receive the news 
that one has been selected for 
jury duty. 

My summons arrived last 
month, and I was instructed to 
appear in the third floor jury 
selection room of the City- 
County Building in downtowm 
Detroit, along with a hundred 
or more potential jurors in 
Group 146. 

Wayne County has imple- 
mented the one trial or one 
day term of service, so, other 

• than for emergencies or severe 
health problems, all citizens 
are expected to serve. To illus- 
trate the point, two doctors 

were among those of us who 
were called to duty in Group 
|- 146. 

The genial supervisor of 
jury selection process, asked 
how many of us were pleased to 
be there, and no hands were 
raised. 

He explained our duties 
and plugged in a video, which 
appeared to have been made 
'! in the late-1970s if my memory 

• of hair styles and clothing are 
1 accurate. 

Last, but not least, were the 
' questions; Will will be se- 
questered? No. Will this be 
like television court room 



shows? No. Can we please go 
home? No. 

I was one of the “lucky” 
ones sent to a court room 
where an injury claim against 
the city of Detroit was being 
brought by an employee. 

The judge, to his credit, 
carefully explained all of our 
duties and responsibilities 
and then began the process of 
narrowing down the 21 pro- 
spective jurors to eight. We 
were asked questions about 
our education, jobs, families, 
general background and quiz- 
zed about whether or not we 
had experienced back 
injuries. 

I learned that two of my fel- 
low jurors were from Be- 
lleville - a retired woman and 
a young man - and two others 
were from Inkster and Canton. 
I struck up conversations with 
my Western Wayne County 
neighbors, but they seemed 
uninterested in small talk. 

The judge told the jurors 
that in this case they would be 
expected to rule on the pre- 
ponderance of evidence not on 
the “reasonable doubt” crite- 
ria. Silently, I wondered why 
the judge didn’t ask whether 
all of the prospective jurors 


be a trial 

knew the meaning of the word, 
“preponderance.” He didn’t 
ask. 

Interestingly, the jurors 
with the highest level of educa- 
tion and professionals were 
rejected. 

An orthopedic surgeon and 
I among the “rejects” who re- 
turned to the jury selection 
room to read summer of 1994 
issues of magazines until 
lunch time. After the custom- 
ary hour and-one-half break, 
we “rejects” returned to the 
selection room to review the 
social history of America via 
the old magazines until we 
were dismissed after 3 p.m. 

Was justice served? 

I don’t know the outcome of 
the trial, but based on common 
knowledge, plaintiffs do well 
in law suits against the city of 
Detroit, and Wayne County ju- 
ries are traditionally generous 
with awards from the cit’ 
coffers. 

Maybe, the eight reluctant 
jurors reached an equitable 
decision and justice was 
served. But, I can’t help but 
feel that the best decision, 
based on his knowledge and 
expertise of the law, would 
have been made by the judge 
and not a jury of the plaintiffs 
“peers.” 

And, I also wonder if the 
outcome would have been the 
same if the orthopedic surgeon 
and a couple of professional 
people had been allowed to 
serve on the jury.

our educational system is do- 
ing. Even with this statistical 
chicanery being tossed 
around, U.S. high school stu- 
dents do as well as foreign stu- 
dents, at the top, but a little 
poorer at the bottom end of the 
scale. 

2. For years, I’ve heard how 
poorly U.S. students perform 
in math in comparison with 
math students in foreign (elite) 
schools. But again, as the old 
saying goes, “figures don’t lie, 
but liars figure,” foreign stu- 
dents in these elite schools are 
taught algebra in a lower 
grade than our students. 
MEAP test, which test reading, 
math, and science are given in 
the fourth, eighth and 11th 
grades. 

U.S. students would not 
score as high as foreign stu- 
dents in the eighth grade be- 
cause they either have not yet 
started to learn math (algebra) 
or are just beginning to learn 
math (algebra). At a recent in- 
ternational math competition, 
held in Singapore last year, the 
U.S. student math team not 
only won the contest which in- 
cluded students from all over 
the world, but also broke a 
contest record by being the 
first team ever to compete in 
the contest where all members 
of the team scored 100 percent, 
in other words, a perfect score 
for each member of the team. 

These true statistics give a 
picture of a vibrant educa- 
tional system and proves that 
teachers, parents, students, 
and the community are work- 
ing successfully to bring 
youngsters into the workplace 
prepared to compete with the 
world.

Legal battle continues 
over landfill expansion

Sumpter Township wasted 
no time entering the legal bat- 
tle over the Department of 
Natural Resources-approved 
expansion of Carleton Farms 
Landfill. 

As soon as Wayne County 
obtained a restraining order 
temporarily preventing the 
proposed expansion from pro- 
ceding from Circuit Court 
Judge James Rashid, Sump- 
ter’s legal team filed papers 
enabling the township to argue 
for the expansion to get 
underway. 

The expansion will increase 
the the landfill capacity from 
21 to 37 million cubic yards of 
garbage, would increase the 
township’s annual tipping fees 
collected on trash dumped at 
Carleton Farms from $525,000 
to $1,010,981. 

The township needs the ex- 
tra revenue to complete its 
sanitary sewer system. Cur- 
rently, 99 percent of residents 
are connected to septic tanks. 

Wayne County is suing to 


permanently halt the expan- 
sion and cap the 21 million cu- 
bic-yard size in the county’s 
solid waste plan. 

“If Wayne county prevails in 
this action, our stream of reve- 
nue will suffer,” said Township 
Attorney Leonard King, “And 
the projects that the township 
has undertaken, such as the 
sewer, the drain cleaning, and 
many others will be in 
jeopardy.” 

Rob Young, who is litigating 
the suit for the township, said 
he is seeking to have Judge 
Rashid dismiss the DNR law- 
suit. He said that he will argue 
that Sumpter officials re- 
ceived verbal assurances that 
the landfill could be expanded 
when the township agreed to 
accept the dump. 

“Wayne agreed that we had 
the right to develop the land- 
fill and expand it in any legal 
and reasonable way that we 
could,” said Young. “In retro- 
spect, I wish we had added a 
clause allowing us to expand it 
to infinity without having to 
ask for approval, but at the 
time it wasn’t a consideration.”

Pampered athletes in the Inkster School District? 

Maybe in the past, but not now. 

The Inkster School Board has sent a message to student- 
athletes that if they want to compete in sports, they will have to 
pass all of the classes they are carrying. 

The new rule went into effect on Jan. 1, 1995 

An “E” means the end of the season for the athletes until the 
next card marking. 

“It is a strong message,” said George Thompson Jr., athletic 
director. “And our students have received it and will abide by 


it.” 


However, some parents felt that the school’s actions were 
unfair. They pointed to neighboring school districts where if a 
students carried a 2.0 grade point average they were still eligible 
to compete. 

“They (school board) are penalizing my kid,” said one parent 
who asked not to use his name because he feared board retalia- 
tion. “No I am not against upgrading our kids and making them 
get passing grades, but if someone from Romulus or Wayne gets 
an “E” in one subject, he still can compete. I say they have 
changed the rules of the game and it’s hurting our kids here in 
Inkster.”

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Courtroom drama 

Blinded by bullet, witness 'sees' assailant

A 16- year-old InKster youth, who was shot in 
the head last November and given up for dead by 
some doctors, literally stood face-to-face with the 
person who he says shot him. 

The confrontation between the victim, Joseph 
Johnson, and the accused. Tyreese Ivey, occurred 
Wednesday in the 22nd District Court before 
Judge Sylvia James during an examination to de- 
termine whether Ivey should stand trial for at- 
tempted murder and felony firearms. 

Ivey, also 16, was waived by juvenile authori- 
ties to stand trial as an adult. He is accused of 
shooting Johnson at close range on Nov. 17 in the 
4000 block of Kenwood Street in the city of Inks- 
ter. No motive has surfaced for the shooting. 

Johnson was rushed to an area hospital where 
doctors told the victim’s relatives that they held 
little hope for the victim. Transferred to the Uni- 
versity of Michigan Hospital in Ann Arbor where 
doctors performed emergency surgery on John- 
son, the victim survived the close- range 
shooting.. 


Row-by-row the court spectators passed 
Johnson and when the defendant strolled up 
and stood face to face with Johnson, 
Johnson said, “he did it" as the defendant 
came face-to-face with the witness. 


However, the bullet apparently severed the op- 
tic nerve which has robbed the victim of his sight. 

“Can you see?” James asked Johnson, the first 
and only witness that Wayne County assistant 
prosecutor Paul Berner had testify at the 
examine. 

Johnson replied that he “could see a body and 
not the face” (of a person). 

James then asked the witness to walk over to 
the table where then defendant and his attorney, 
Wanda R. Cal, were seated to see if he could 
identify the person who is accused of shooting 
him. 


With assistance of a court employee, Johnson 
slowly walked slowly to the table and right past 
the defendant and continue to walk up an aisle 
that leads out of the courtroom. 

After failing to pick out the defendant, Johnson 
was returned to the witness stand. He explained 
that he did not see the person who shot him. He 
said that if a person stood right up to his face he 
may be able to pick him out. Over the objections 
of the defense attorney, who urged the court that 
the hearing be adjourned so that a police lineup 
be conducted, Judge James asked all of the males 
in the courtroom to walk up to and past the wit- 
ness, then turning to the witness said: “When you 
see the person who shot you, speak up.” 

Row-by-row the court spectators passed John- 
son and when the defendant strolled up and 
stood face to face with Johnson. Johnson said, “he 
did it” 

“Let the records reflect that the witness has 
identified the defendant,” Judge James said. 

The defense attorney immediately set out to

“Extra food either goes to your waist or into 
the waste,” Waterhouse said. “I think it’s better 
not to put it into your waist.” 

She recalls that as a young girl, she was con- 
stantly watching her weight and dieting on and 
off.

A man charged with assaulting a co-worker of his es- 
tranged wife will face charges in Detroit Recorder’s Court 
on March 2. 

Robert John Beard, 33 of Westland was bound over to 
Detroit Recorder’s Court after being found competent by a 
court appointed psychologist.

Beard, called police and held Beard down until they ar- 
rived.

Beard’s initial preliminary exam was postponed because 
a psychological evaluation was requested in order to deter- 
mine if Beard was capable of understanding the charges 
and if he could stand trial 

Beard who is being held on a $250,000 cash bond, faces a 
maximum sentence of life in prison, if convicted. Beard s 
attorney requested his bond be reduced, but Judge C. 
Charles Bokos denied the motion and the bond will remain 
in effect. 


Witness: 
accused 
killers 
shot him

A key witness in a murder 
trial of two Detroit men who 
are accused of killing a 23- 
year-old Inkster man in “cold 
blood” told a packed court- 
room that he didn’t tell what 
he knew about the murder be- 
cause he was “going to take 
care of it” by himself. 

“Eric was my boy,” said 
Maurice Gee, during testimony 
in 22nd District Court in Inks- 
ter. “After the shooting, I knew 
who the two guys who did the 
shooting. I wanted them 
myself.” 

Gee, 17, wheeled into the 
22nd District Courtroom, sur- 
vived an attempt on his life. He 
was shot five times late in 
January. 

On Wednesday, the Inkster 
resident testified in the mur- 
der trial of two Detroit men, 
Tywan A. Borthwell, 20, and 
Antonio J. Peay, 19, who are ac- 
cused of gunning down 23- 
year-old Eric Austin who was 
slain in his back yard by two 
men dressed in black and wea- 
ring hoods. 

Austin died of multiple gun- 
shot wounds on Dec. 10. He 
was shot three times in the 
head after he was chased 
down by the gunmen who cau- 
ght up to the victim in the back 
yard of his home in the 1100 
block of Helen Street 

Wayne County assistant 
prosecutor Paul Benier asked 
Gee why he didn’t offer the in- 
formation when he was first in- 
terviewed by Inkster police 
the night of the slaying. 

“I told them (police officers) 
I ain’t saying anything. I was 
scared at the time.” 

Gee later told the court that 
during an interview with Inks- 
ter police Detective John 
McGruder he revealed what he 
knew about the killing after 
McGruder convinced him “it 
would be best to get the killers 
off the street” 

Asked by the prosecutor to 
identify the gunmen who shot 
him, Gee pointed to the defen- 
dants Borthwell and Peavy, 
who were seated next to their 
attorney, Ronald McDuffie.

Thanksgiving celebrated in February

For the past mo decades, members of the 
First United Methodist Church of Belleville 
have been hosting a Thanksgiving dinner in 
February.

At first, it may seem to be a case of bad 
timing, but the Rev. Edwin Hoff explains that it 
is the best time of the year to serve turkey, 
dressing and all the trimmings to the elderly 
and infirm. 

Most of the more than 200 guests who at- 
tended the Feb. 12 banquet were residents of 
convalescent homes and adult care facilities, 
Hoff said. For those people, who are shut in for 
most of the winter, an invitation to dinner in 
mid-February is a reason for “Thanksgiving.” 

He noted that many groups and organiza- 
tions make visits to convalescent homes at 
Christmas, but very few extend their visits to 
the remainder of the winter. 

Early in the year, church members began 
their planning for the 21st annual Convalescent 
Home Banquet. Both young and old partici- 
pated in the cooking, baking, preparation of the 
dining area, serving and the clean-up. Enter- 
tainment was furnished by the Joyful Noise mu- 
sical group and the Belleville High School 
Ambassadors Chorale. 

Hoff, who has served as assistant pastor of 
the congregation since 1972, has a special sensi- 
tivity to the needs of those who are ill and hand- 
icapped More than 30 years ago, Hoff was 
injured in an automobile accident and has 
used a wheelchair and a specially equipped 
car to make his rounds since that time. 

In 1988, Hoff was named runner-up in the 
Person of the Year competition and was hon- 
ored by the Modern Woodmen of America for 
his community service.

Romulus stalker charged with burning spouse's vehicle

An angry 26-year-old Ro- 
mulus man was arrested last 
week on the charge of stalking 
his ex-wife and burning her 
1990 Chrysler New Yorker. 

James Lewis Schlener was 


arraigned Monday before 34th 
District Court Judge Henry 
Zaborowski and ordered held 
in lieu of $20,000 cash bond. A 
hearing was held Wednesday 
on bond reduction, but the re- 
quest was denied. 

Romulus Detective Sgt. Dan 
Snyder reported that Schlener 


visited his wife’s home in Ro- 
mulus early Monday morning. 
Then about 3 a.m. he called 
her and told her he had just 
visited the house. When she 
said she didn’t believe him, 
Snyder said, he told her what 
clothes she was wearing when 
he peered in the window 


earlier. 

Snyder said Schlener then 
threatened he was coming 
back to blow up the house. 

The Romulus mother of two 
then quickly called police to 
report the threat, Snyder said 
Schlener arrived at the vic- 
tim's house, smashed a window 


of the car, set fire to its interior 
and then fled before police 
arrived. 

Police arrived in time to see 
the car in flames. Damage was 
listed as “total” for the car. 

The police traveled several 
miles to the defendant’s home, 
where they arrested him. 


The defendant also is 
charged with stalking his ex- 
wife (they were divorced last 
summer), breaking windows in 
the home and one time enter- 
ing the home and turning on 
the gas jets on the stove in 
hope that it would blow up. 

A pre-trial hearing is slated.

“In college, I majored nutri- 
tion, and I felt guilty when I ate 
pizza, potato chips or choco- 
late. I thought ‘what will I sav 
if someone sees me eating 
these foods and knows that I’m 
a nutritionist,”’ said 
Waterhouse. 

Later, through her study of 
foods and nutrition, she 
learned to understand her 
body and its needs. 

“We are all different, and 
we all have different needs,” 
said Waterhouse. “The female 
biology triggers a need for 
chocolate and other foods.” 

Women can enhance their 
emotional and physical well- 
being by responding to their 
bodies’ signals. Contrary to 
popular belief, she said, giving 
in to food cravings does not 
have to result in weight gain 
and should not lead to feelings 
of guilt, 

“We crave specific foods be- 
cause of our body’s survival in- 
stinct store, store, store.” she 
; said. 

It is because of the unique 
function of women’s bodies to 
bear children and breast feed 
them. Cravings also are 
prompted by blood sugar 
•needs, nutrient needs and 
brain chemical needs. 

Waterhouse noted that wo- 
men need a moderate amount 
*of fat in their diet because it 
keeps brain cells “happy” with 
endorphins, keep skins 
healthy with essential fatty 
acids and fat-soluble vitamins. 

The writer described how 
.“eating around the craving for 
chocolate” can result in more

How- 
ever, if you immediately satis- 
fied the craving with two 
cookies, the calorie count 
would only be 200.” 

Listen to your body, and it 
will tell you - by its cravings - 
what you need. 

“If you body needs vitamin 
C, you may crave oranges. If 
your body need magnesium, 
you may crave spinach. If your 
body ne^d beta-carotene, you 
may crave carrots, and if you 
body needs iron, you may 
crave red meat” she said. 

“The foods that are most 
preferred by women are choc- 
olate, bread and ice cream. 
For men, its red meat, pizza 
and potatoes,” said Water- 
house, noting that during one 
speech, a woman asked her to 
write a follow up book about 
men’s food preferences, titled 
Why men need beer during sports 
events. 

When food cravings are im- 
mediately fulfilled, 48 percent 
of women are more likely to 
experience positive mood

Testifying before Judge Syl- 
via James, Gee said that he 
and Austin were with some 
friends, standing on a corner 
near their homes when he saw 
three men, dressed in black 
approach. While one stopped 
to watch, Gee continued, the 
two men in black approached 
from the opposite side of the 
street. They suddenly moved 
to the street and, without 
warning, opened fire, accord- 
ing to Gee’s testimony. 

“Then what did you do?” 
asked Benier. 

“1 ran toward Eric’s house 
and I heard him holler that he 
was hit. He ran around the 
back of the house. I heard 
about 10 shots.” 

Gee said he saw “those two 
gentlemen holding him iAus 
tin) down.” 

He said he later went out- 
side and saw that Eric was 
dead. He was shot in the face. 

McDuffie attacked Gees 
creditability. 

The defense attorney fired a 
volley of questions at the wit- 
ness, seeking answers to why 
the witness lied to police, if he 
had been arrested for carrying 
a concealed weapon, and if he 
was not himself been the tar- 
get of a murder investigation. 
McDuffie asked Gee if he was 
questioned in the shooting 
death of a Miss (Angela Naomi) 
Taylor. 

Benier strongly objected to 
the line of questioning on the 
ground ot relevancy. The court 
agreed. 

McDuffie asked the witness 
how he could identify - the gun- 


men since, according to his tes- 
timony, the gunmen had on 
hoods. Gee replied that the 
gunmen’s faces were only par- 
tially covered He asked Gee if 
he had ever been arrested for 
carrying a concealed weapon 
or questioned in the murder of 
Miss Taylor. 

Taylor was shot and killed 
in a drive-by shooting on July 
1, 1994. 

McDuffie reiterated his 
question and asked why the 
witness lied to the police when 
he was questioned initially 
about the homicide. 

“You told them (police) that 
you didn’t know who did the 
shooting. You lied. Why?” 
asked McDuffie. 

“Because I wanted them for 
myself. Eric w'as my boy. 
They’re my enemies.” Gee 
shouted back. 

Later he told the court “if 
they (Peay and Borthw'eil) 
didn't kill him why did they try 
to kill me.” 

An attempt on Gee’s life was 
made on Jan. 28 when a lone 
gunman shot the witness five 
times. Police continue to look 
for the suspect who has eluded 
them. 

The examination w'as post- 
poned last week because Gee 
was still recuperating from the 
wounds suffered in the at- 
tempt on his life. 

McDuffie also challenged 
the witness’s story on the 
grounds that Gee’s information 
“came from off the streets” 
and that “it is clear that he is 
telling two different stories 
and reallv didn't know who did 
it.” 

“His credibility is nil,” 
McDuffie continued. The de- 
fense attorney went on to say 
that Gee got his information 


and subsequent surgery af- 
fected not only the witness’s 
sight but his memory as well. 

Earlier, Johnson said he 
knew the defendant while they 
both attended Blanchette 
School. He said that although 
they never were in a class to- 
gether. he has seen Ivey in the 
hallway of the school. 

Cal attempted to show the 
court that after the witness 
was shot or during the recov- 
ery period, someone planted 
the name of the defendant in 
the victim’s mind and it stuck.

discover your female pleasure 
foods; learn how to eat for 
maximum satisfaction; distrib- 
ute your food to maximize 
mood and follow' your optimal 
eating routine. 

By doing so, she said, wo- 
men will honor their bodies 
and respect their food cravings 
and satisfy their food cravings 
without guilt, overindulgence 
or weight gain. 

“Women can discover the 
optimal eating routine that is 
best for their bodies, their 
minds and their lifestyles,” 
Waterhouse said. 

The book. Why Women Need 
Chocolate is published by Hy- 
perion and is available in 
bookstores.

Campaign exceeds 
$100 million goal

Detroit Cardinal Adam 
Maida offered praise to area 
priests and parish leadership 
teams last week as he an- 
nounced that his Stewards for 
Tomorrow campaign sur- 
passed its $100 million goal. 

“Our thanks and planning 
paid off with the arrival of 
$101,002,839 and we’re still 
counting. We give praise and 
thanks to God for the intense 
generosity of so many people,” 
the cardinal said. “This could 
never have happened without 
the unselfish dedication and 
hard work of our priests and 
our parish workers. I’m so 
proud of this Archdiocese that 
I want to put my arms around 
it and hug it.” 


Much of the money col- 
lected is earmarked for Catho- 
lic education in the form of 
tuition assistance as well as 
funds for youth and family is- 
sues and for training teachers 
and preparing seminarians for 
the priesthood. 

A portion of the money col- 
lected also goes to address so- 
cial service needs throughout 
the Archdiocese. Twenty per- 
cent of the remaining funds 
will be returned to the individ- 
ual parishes for their own se- 
lected programs.
